“KING OF OSAGE HILLS” AGAIN 
FOUND GUILTY OF MURDER 


W. K. Hale Gets Life Sentence for 

Part in Killing of Oklahoma 

’ Jndian for Insurance. 
By the Associated Press, 

PAWHUSKA, Ok., Jan. 26.— 
W. K. Hale, known as the “King 
of the Osage Hills” and alleged 
by the Government to have been 
responsible for a reign of terror 
among Osage _ Indians several 
years ago, was convicted for the 
second time of murder and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment- in 
Federal Court today. 

Hale was tried for complicity in 
the killing of Henry Roan, an 
Osage tribesman on whose life he 
carried a $25,000 insurance policy. 
He was convicted but obtained a 
new trial on appeal 

Nearly 20 mysterious and vio- 
lent deaths of wealthy Osage In- 
dians over a period of several 
years preceded the arrest of Hale. 
It was charged by the Govern- 
ment that Hale was the directing 
head of a ring that plotted the 
death of Indians in order to ob- 
tain their wealth. 

John Ramsey, cowboy farmer, Is 
serving a life sentence for the 
killing of Roan. Ramsey’ said 
Hale hired him to kill the Indian.

Project Will Be Submitted | ‘I Never Thought We’d 
to Legislature in Form of!

A plan for a police pension sys- 
tem, to be maintained by contribu- 
tions from municipal revenue and 
by members of the police force, 
was approved yesterday ty the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment and the Board of Police Com- 
missioners at a joint meeting. The 
plan will be submitted to the State 
Legislature in the form of a bi] 
within the next two weeks. 

Under the terms of the plan, re- 
tirement allowances would be 
based on length of service, age and 
average salary. The average po- 
liceman retiring at the age of 60 
after 35 years of continuous serv- 
ice would receive approximately 
half-pay for the remainder of his 
life. 

The board of trustees of the re- 
tirement fund would take over the 
assets of the present police pen- 
sion fund, established and _  con- 
trolled by the members of the 
force, approximately $565,000. The 
city would contribute 9.8 per cent 
of the annual police payroll, 
about $414.000 a year, for 30 
years, and thereafter 5.31 per cent 
of $225,000 a year. Each police- 
man would contribute from 3.58 to 
6.08 per cent of his salary, de- 
pending on his age. 


Plan Prepared by Actuary, 

The proposed retirement plan is 
the outcome of the opposition 
which was raised by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment to ‘he 
pension plan which was submiited 
to the voters and defeated at the 
November election. Objection was 
based on the contention that the 
plan was unscientific and imprac- 
ticable. The new bill was prepared 
by George B. Buck, New York ac- 
tuary, who was paid a $4000 fee 
and his expenses. It is said to 
follow the lines of retirement sys- 
tems in Boston, Providence, Chi- 
cago and other cities. 

The retirement plan contains 
provisions for allowances on disa- 
bility and benefits payable at death, 
so arranged that the pensions pay- 
able in the case of a policeman 
killed or injured in the perform- 
ance Of duty will be paid entirely 
by the city and the money contrib- 
uted by the individual will be paid 
to him or his estate with interest. 

The membership would be com- 
posed of all police officers in ser. 
vice when the system becomes 
operative and who desire to be- 
come members. New members of 
the force would be required to join 
as a condition of emplovment. 

Forced to Retire at 70. 

Retirement would be compulsory 
at the age of 70. although the ro- 
liceman would have the privil:ge 
of retiring at 60. 

The allowance would be ap- 
proximately o9ne-seventieth of the 
average salary of the »oliceman 
during the last 19 years of service 
multiplied by the number of years 
of his service. 

The payments the policeman 
would be required to make are so 
scaled that if he retired at the age 
of 60, approximately half his re- 
tirement allowance would repre- 
sent money that he had paid in. 

If the policeman were disabled 
in the performance of duty, he 
would be retired on two-thirds of 
his final salary plus the amount 
of his contributipns with interest, 
in the form of an annuity. 

Should he die in the performance 
of duty. half his salary would be 
paid to his widow or dependent 
parents until remarriage or death, 
or to his children until they at- 
tain the age of 16. His contribu- 
tions plus interest would be paid 
to his estate. 

Provisions for Disability. 

In the event of disability due 
to causes outside of service, the 
policeman would receive a retire- 
ment allowance slightly less than 
the regular 60-year retirement al- 
lowance. In the event of death 
from ordinary causes, his estate 
would receive a half-year’s salary 
and the sum of his contributions 
with interest. 

If the policeman withdrew from 
the service, he would be paid the 
total of his contributions to the 
fund with 4 per cent interest. 

Administration of the fund 
would be vested in a board of 
trustees consisting of seven mem- 
bers—the presidert of the Board 
of Police Commissioners and the 
Comptroller of the city, ex-officio, 
and two members appointed by the 
Mayor and three members chosen 
by the members of the Police De- 
partment,

Hero Below Average Height. 

Manning is less than average 
height and weighs 130 pounds. See- 
ing him there in the luxurious sa- 
loon, his face the fresh color of 
a boy’s and his dark hair curling 
neatly backward from a placid 
brow, it was hard to think of him 
as the man who had flung himself 
into the face of grave peril to save 
the crew of the tramp steamer, 

-This little sailor in blue and 
brass had pitted his knowledge and 
courage against all the force of the 
sea and storm, and he had won. 
With modest hesitation he told how 
it was. done, 

“How did you select the eight 
men who went with you in the 
lifeboat?” he was asked. “Did you 
call for volunteers?” 

“Everyone volunteered,” he said. 
“I could have filled 40 boats. I 
chose eight with whom I had 
worked and knew. 


Feared Cargo Would Topple. 

“The trip to the Florida from 
the America wasn’t so bad, except 
that we didn’t dare to go very close 
because of the deckload of lumber 
that might have come tumbling 
down on us. But we got a line 
over and the men from the Florida 
began pulling themselves through 
the water to us. 

“Most of them had taken off 
what clothes the storm had left 
them so they could swim better. 
Some of them were badly injured 
and you could hear them groaning 
as they crawled along through the 
waves. We yanked them in and 
they lay there on the bottom of 
the boat, exhausted, dazed, silent. 

“Capt. Favoloro of the Florida 
came last. He seemed reluctant 
to leave his ship, but at last he, 
too, stepped into the sea and came 
over. And then the real battle 
began.- The storm was increasing 
and as the waves got higher, my 
hopes went lower. I really never 
thought we’d make it.” 

41 Men in 30-Foot Boat. 


It was only a 30-foot boat and 
it had 41 men in it. Manning 
said that the six oarsmen were un- 
able to make any progress, and six 
of the rescued suilors had to be 
asked to help. They responded 
eagerly, although they were spent 
with days of struggle, and in a 
little more than an hour the quar- 
ter mile between the two steam- 
ers was crossed. 

“If we bad been minutes later,” 
said Manning, “I don’t believe we 
would have made it.” 

This point in the rescue, 
ning said, marked the only  in- 
stanee when ahyone showed any 
signs of being unnerved. A couple 
of the rescued men leaped from 
the lifeboat to cargo nets let down 
the America’s side, instead of 
waiting to be assisted. But they 
were too weak and fell back, one 
on top of Manning, injuring his 
back, and the other across the 
lifeboat’s gunwale. 

Leader Exhaust by Work. 

Finally all were holsted aboard, 
and then Manning himself started 
up a ladder. But he was so worn 
with the struggle of the last two 
hours that he could not summon 
energy to pull himself up. He 
would have fallen into the sea, 
he said, had not Assistant Engi- 
neer King of the America dragged 
him up to the deck, ladder and 
all. 

“Tt was all a matter of co-oper- 
ation,” he sald. “The Italians did

The cause of the blast, which oc- 
curred early today had not been 
determined tonight. An inquest 
was set for 10 a. m., tomorrow, 

Fifty-three of the underground 
workers fled to safety through an 
entry on the opposite side of a 
mountain from the main shaft and 
walked two miles back to the mine 
offices. Two were later found by 
rescue crews who said the miners 
were slowly working their way to 


‘the entrance when picked up, One 


of the latter men, G. W. Williams, 
was suffering from after-damp and 
shock. 

While the mine employs 509 
men, only 69 were on duty when 
the explosion rocked the workings 
early today. It was some time be- 
fore it was known that anyone had 
escaped, and then the 53 men ap- 
peared over the brow of the moun, 
tain’ after their long tramp in the 
cold. 

tescuers, carrying oxygen hel- 
mets, advahced cautiously into the 
gas-filled entries soon after the de- 
tonation.

SENATE FOR 
‘SHADY’ DEAL 


Declares Magnate Defied 
Senate, Misled It, Then 
Lied to It About Conti- 
nental’s Bonds. 


NEBRASKAN TALKS 
OF “‘STEALINGS” 


Indiana Standard Head, Re- 

plying in Statement Says 
Senators ‘‘Slander and 
Abuse” Him. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26,—The 
contest between John D, Rocke- 
feller Jr.. and Robert W. Stewart, 
for control of the Stand&rd Oil Co. 
of Indiana, was called to the at- 
tention of the Senate today by 
Senator Nye, (Rep.) of North Da- 
kota, who assailed Stewart's con- 
nection with what he described as 
0 “shady Continental’ Trading 

0.” 

Shortly after the Senate Lands 
Comunittee, of which Nye is chair-. 
man, &2 year ago inquired into 
Stewart's dealings with the Con- 
tinental company, kefeller 
asked and was denied th resigna- 
t-on of Stewart. Nye today declared 
that Stewart “defied the Senate, 
misled the Senate, lied to the Sen- 
ate, and then proceeded to ex- 
plain successfully his record to the 
satisfaction of'a District of Co- 
lumbia jury.” 

Referring to a recent statement 
by Stewart, the Senator said that 
in this Stewart had said that his 
share of profits from the Con- 
tinental Trading Co, was “partly 
the source from which the steady 
stream of cash dividends has 
been paid to the stockholders of 
the Indiana Company.” 

“It looks to me,” interposed 
Senator Norris, (Rep.) Nebraska, 
“that some of the stockholders 
want Stewart reelected because he 
gives them the benefit of his 
stealings. ’ 

“Stockholders Benefited by Deal.” 

“If Mr. Stewart's claim is cor- 
rect,” asked Senator Borah, (Rep.) 
Idaho, “Then the _ stockholders 
benefited by that transaction, did 
they not?” . 

“Yes, thdt is true,” Nye replied. 

“Mr. Rockefeller is a _  stock- 
holder of the company, fs he not?” 
Borah continued. 

“Yes, he is.” : 

“Has there been any effort made 
by any stockholders to return this 
money derived through the Conti- 
nental Trading Co.?” 

Nye said he was not aware of 
any such attempt. 

Norris read a letter he said he 
had receWwed from one of the oil 
stockholders, denouncing the man- 
ner of Stewart In soliciting proxies 
and describing Rockefeller’s meth- 
od as “just and proper.” 

In his prepared address, Nye de- 
clared that the Senate’s investiga- 
tions of the oil industry had saved 
the Government billions of dollars 
and “ought to have created a de- 
termination in the circles of the oj! 
people of the land to cleapse the 
industry of agents and officials 
who, by their methods, bring the 
entire industry into bad repute.” 

Hopes Press Agents Keep at It. | 

“Not often are business batfles.” 
he continued, “accorded such lib- 
eral publicity as is now being ac- 
corded the Rockefeller-Stewart 
tilt, Watching it from day to day 
my conviction grows that if Mr. 
Stewart's press agents remain at 
their game long enough we will 
yet gain that desired complete 
story of the Continental Trading 
Co. and its affairs. 

“In all the opportunities afford- 
ed him by the Senate Committee 
on Public Landa to tell this full 
story he has never volunteered a 
small part of the information he 
was willing to give to the press 
yesterday. fs ‘ 

“However, he {is still tnaeisting 
that, and here I quote him from 
his statement of yesterday, he ‘nev- 
er had any connection with the 
Continental Trading Co.” Appar- 
ently his receiving three-quarters 
of a million dollars in Liberty 
Bonds from the pool of profits of 
thie company is not, in his mind. 
to be considered a ‘connection.’ 

Continuing, Senator Nye de- 
clared that Col. Stewart In his 
press release had said he “never 
personally made a dollar out of the 
transaction.”

| MAJ. SEGRAVE TO USE ICE 
| TO COOL ENGINE OF RACER | 


News dispatches from London, 
England, the past week contain 
the information that the engine of 
the giant racing car Maj. H. O. D. 
Segrave, British speed king. will 
pilot over Daytona Beach, in Flor- 
ida, next month in an effort to 
wrest the world’s speed title from 
Ray Keech, the American, will be 
cooled by ice. The cooling system 
to be employed consists of an espe- 
cially constructed ice tank behind 
the engine, through which water 
will be thrown by two large 
radiators. The latter will be slung 
on either side of the body, extend- 
ing from just over the front wheels 
to the rear wheels. 

The method, while never used 
before, recalls the cooling system 
employed by the late Frank Lock- 
hart, who used ice packs in cooling 
the two eight-cylinder engines of 
his bullet-shaped Stutz Black Hawk 
racer in which he was killed last 
year on Daytona Beach while at- 
tempting to beat Keech’s record. 

Lockhart was the first racer to 
use ice for engine radiation. In 
ordinary speedway racing its use 
would not be feasible, but in the 
case of the world’s speed trials, 
where the contest lasts only a few 
, minutes, Lockhart = successfully 
demonstrated its use. BSegrave’s 
plan undoubtedly will also be suc-

CHICAGO Jan.

There are at present 352 munici- 
pal airports in the United States 
with a total of 190 additional now 
under construction or proposed. At 
the election Nov. 6, 1928, various 
cities voted a total of $8,500,C00 
for airdromes. 

Cheig among airport activities re- 
ported to Crary is that of develop- 
ment in Detroit, where a $5,000,000 
bond issue for a municipal 
has been voted. The new Detroit 
field will be three and one-half 
miles fro mthe city’s civic center 
and is closer to the center of popu- 
lation than Berlin’s world-famed 
Templehof, which is regarded as 
one of the finest ports in the 
world. 

The longest runway on the new 
Detroit field will be 7400 feet and 
the shortest about 440 feet. The 
area of the field is 447 acres. 

Indianapolis, Crary reported, will 
erect an airport on a é 100-acre 
tract seven miles west of the city.

An immense hangar is to be con- 
structed by private interests in 
Cleveland.

H. M. Albright Made

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26. — Ap- 
pointment of Horace M. Albright | 
as director of the National Park | 
Service to succeed Stephah T. Ma- 
ther, whose resignation has been , 
accepted, was announced today by 
the Secretary of the Interior, Roy 
O. West. 

Albright was made acting direc: 
tor of the service a week ago 
Prior to that he had been super 
intendent of Yellowstone Nationa! 
Park and field assistant director 
of the National Park Service. He 
came to Washington in 1913 and 
went to work in the Department of 
the Interior. He became Assistant 
Attorney in the department deal- 
ing mainly with national park mat- 
ters. When Mather became assist 
ant to the secretary. in charge of 
nationa) parks, in January, 1915, 
he was assigned to him as assist- 
ant and legal adviser. With Al 
bright and one stenographer, Ma- 
ther inaugurated the national park 
policies which are today in effect 

On the creation of the Nationa! 
Park Service tm 1917 Mather was 
appointed director and Albright 
assistant director. After serving as 
assistant director of the National 
Park Service for two years, Al- 
bright in July. 1919, was made 
superintendent of Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park and field assistant to 
the director. While holding this 
position his winters were devotei 
to the handling of general park 
problems, with special reference to 
legislative matters and conferences 
with the operators of the public 
jutilities in the various parks.

Leaving aside the Soviet-dictatorship of Stalin and the roulette 
dictatorship exercised by the Prince of Monaco in his midget state, 
we have to reckon with that of Signor Mussolini in Italy, of Gen. 
Primo de Rivera in Spain, of Marshal] Pilsudsk!i in Poland, of Profes- 
sor Valdemaras in Lithuania, and of the latest recruit to royal purple, 
King Zog of Albania. There was also, of course, until the other day, 
tae dictatorship of the Bratiano family in Rumania, 


There are some common fea- 
tures about all these dictatorships. 
But these are not numerous. They 
one and all may be said to em- 


the few, sometimes by the many, 
sometimes by the majority and 
sometimes by a very small minor- 
ity, to stifle in practice the prin- 
ciple of self-determination for 
the nations of the world as laid 
down by the late President Wil- 
son and the peace conferences 
which followed the great war. 
They one and all represent a lo- 
cal and temporary breakdown of 
the parliamentary system in coun- 
tries where the system has not 


taken a deep root and was not 
therefore an essential part of the 
life and tradition of the people, 
as it is, for instance, in Great 
Britain. 


| The rise, or rather, the revival 


of dictatorship regimes in Eu- 
rope in various reg.ons is ex- 
plained by the most diverse rea- 
sons. Fascism, which is an ex- 
pression far too easily applied 
nowadays to every form of dicta- 
torship, came in Italy as a direct 
reaction from, and against, the 
paralysis of government caused

Dr. Clark on Evolution. 
‘To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE article of Jan. 21, concerning the 
. “newest theery” in biological evolu- 


sion, as the caption rather inaptly re- 
fers to it, is not without considerable sigz- 


. nificance.

This theory coming, as it does, from 
Dr. A. H. Clark of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, a place of some eminence 
in the biological world. at a time 
when biologists of ultraistic tendencies 
in evolutionary theorizing are becoming 
more and more dogmatic and superficial, 
while less and less honest and critical, 
is much to be appreciated as a bold de- 
parture from the stereotyped, self-satis- 
tied views, now widely prevalent. 

‘Although, to be exact, the theory !s 
but a new phase of the old saltatioa 
hypothesis and consequently gives rise 
to more enigmias than it has explan- 
tions for the questions involved, one 
hopes that at least it may become an 
antidote to more pernicious infiltrations. 
It may even become a means in tolling 
off the last knell for the passing of the 
moribund Darwinism of materialistic 
proclivities; the obsequies of which have 
been too long drawn out in America, 
whereas in Europe it has long been 
buried. Mivart, Bergson, Wigand, Von 
Hartman, G. Wolff and others wore it 
down until Mendelism gave it the coup 
de grace. 

However, the caption phrase “newest 
theory” may perhaps give occasion to 
a slight smile in view of the fact that 
the gist of the hypothesis was long ago 
advanced by St. George Mivart and Von 
Kolliker. and later popularized by the 
efforts of Bateson, de Vries, Galton, 
Korschinskey, Scott, Eimer, Emery ani 
inany others. 

Doubtiess, Dr. Clark has some new 
view on attendant minutiae which were 
not held by former saltatory evolution- 
ists, but to ca!l the theory new is to dis- 
regard the work of many scientists of 
the past. At the same time, it may be 
pointed out with startling emphasis that 
the theory is new to our day; that so 
long have we been disciplined into a sin- 
gle line approach to the subject in our 
schools, in our universities, and in our 
general literature that we Know no other. 

Dr. Clark is to be commended there- 
fore, on the frank and candid exposi- 
tion of his vieWs, disregarding the pro- 
ponderance of opinion. Frankness of this 
sort should go far in smashing the tyc- 
anny of the Zeitgeist, into which propo- 
nents of particular wide-spread theories 
of evolution have led us. ~~__/

If some philanthropist 
would leave a few millions, the interest 
on which could, be used for paying re- 
wards for the unseating of crooked 
Judges and disburring of crooked lawyers, 
it might have a tendency toward mak- 


- ing the world still better. Crooked law- 


vers doubtless bring about fully half 


many of them wholly lacking the advantages of edu- 


cation and training. To this condition in the rural | 


ministry is ascribed in large measure the decline of 
the churches and religious influence in rural com- 
munities, and the growing criticism which reflects 
discredit on the whole church body. 

The movement is in line with the efforts of all 
the professions to raise the standard of education 
and training for their members. It is rather belated 
on the part of the churches. The benefits of such a 
movement if carried to success are manifest. 

There are obstacles, however, to the realization of 
the benefits from the better education of rural 
preachers. Rural churches pay extremely small sal- 
aries. They are poor and cannot afford to pay much. 
Many rural preachers have barely sufficient pay to 
eke out a living. Many depend largely upon charity 
for the means of subsistence. Will @well-educated, 
trained preachers be satisfied with such posts? Will 
they consent to live under embarrassing and humili- 
ating circumstances? Doubtless there are men im- 
bued with the spirit of the missionary who will un- 
dergo hardships for the sake of the work to which 
they have devoted their lives. But is their number 
large enough to supply rural pulpits? 

What will become of Fundamentalism if all the 
rural preachers are men of education, with knowledge 
of modern thought and the achievements of science? 
Surely under such conditions the antievolution move- 
ment and other vagaries fanatically fomented and 
supported by rural preachers and their congregations 
will pass. The political preacher, who President 
Brough of Central College, Arkansas, declares he has 
found on investigation is inspired by ignorance, will 
vanish. | 

There is another consideration affecting all condi- 
tions and activities in rural communities as well as 
in cities. Modern invention is working rapid 
changes that are profoundly affecting the lives and 
activities of the people. The church is no longer the 
center of interest and entertainment in the rural 
community, just as the general] store is no longer the 
center of business. The automobile has brought the 
people close to the cities. The movies are every- 
where. The radio enters nearly every home. The 
task of the rural preachers to maintain interest in 
the churches and to stimulate attendance is becom- 
ing barder. Educated and trained men are needed 
if this is to be accomplished. 

Whatever the ultimate outcome of the movement, 


are realizing the menace of ignorance and misguided 
thought which prevails widely in many sections of 
the country and which has retarded progress in every 
direction. As Shakspeare wrote: “Ignorance is the 
curse of God. Knowledge the wing wherewith we fly 
to heaven.”

EMPERATE climates—by which one

LTHOUGH. many persons un- 
A: oubtedly regarded Lady 
Hope's venture into business as 
something of a lark, the sober 
truth might well be that she did 
it for the same reason that thausands 
of other young ladies seek employ- 
ment-——to make a living. And if she 
did not do it to help defray her ex- 
penses while in the United States, her 
announced intention of going into 
business on her return to England may 
signify that she finds it necessary to 
make her own way. For it was only 
a year or two ago that her father, 
Lord Francis Pelham Clinton Hope, 
Duke of Newcastle, was in financial 
difficulties and found it very hard to 
live on his income. He then appealed 
to court for permission to sell family 
heirlooms and jewels, saying that his 
$15,000-a-year income was not 
enough. His brother disapproved of 
his action because the heirlooms in- 
cluded rare portraits, particularly one 
of the Duchess of Newcastle, their apn- 
cestor, painted by Sir Joshua Reyn- 
olds. The pictures were sold anywa) 
Lady Doria Hope's father was once 
the possessor of the famous Hope dia- 
mond and if she finds herself com- 
pelled to work for a living many peo 
ple will undoubtedly attribute that fact

to the bad luck which has always fol- 
lowed the owners of the Hope dia- 
mond. Certainly the possession of the 
famous stone brought bad luck to her 
father, who inherited it in 1893 from 
his grandfather, Thomas Hope, a bank- 
er. The very next year Sir Francis 
Hope (he had not yet come into the 
dukedom) contracted an unhappy mar- 
riage with May Yohe, an American 
actress. She had been born in a small 
town in the Pennsylvania coal fields, 
studied voice and became a famous 
light opera star. Sir Francis fell in 
love with her while she was filling an 
engagement in London, proposed and 
was accepted. 

Then, in 1902, she fell in love with 
Major Putnam Bradley Strong, an of- 
ficer in the American army and son 
of a former Mayor of New York. Al- 
though still married to Sir Francis, 
she eloped with Strong. Her hus- 
band obtained an absolute divorce and 
later married the woman who became 
the mother of Lady Doria Hope. When 
Sir Francis obtained his divorce he 
also got rid of the Hope diamond, feel- 
ing that his misfortunes might in some 
way be attributed to its reputedly evil 
influence, and also because it had 
often been worn by his runaway wife, 
and it reminded him too vividly of her. 

Except for the financial difficulties 
already referred to, the Duke of New- 
castle had no bad luck after disposing 
of the stone, but the former May Yohe 
experienced difficulty after difficulty. 
When her husband divorced her she 
married Strong. Later he ran away 
and pawned all her jewelry, amount- 
ing to almost a quarter of a million in 
diamonds and other precious stones. 
There was a scandalous legal battle as 
a result, and then Strong's mother, 
widow of the Mayor, redeemed the 
jewels and Strong and his wife were 
reconciled. They traveled to Japan, 
and there they lived in luxury until 
her jewels had been dissipated. 

She and Strong were divorced and 


dhe later married Jan Smuts, said to 
be a nephew of the famous South Af- 
rican. In 1924 Smuts was found mys- 
teriously shot in a Boston rooming 
house, and shortly thereafter May Yo- 
he entered vaudeville, where she still 
remains, according to lateat reports, 
working hard for a not too luxurious 
living. She always attributed her mis- 
fortune to the fact that she had fre- 
quently worn the Hope diamond, and 
in her case there seems to be a defi- 
nite basis for the belief, for if Strong's 
action in running away with her jew- 
elry is considered, it seems that her 
dazzling stones, which occasionally in- 
cluded the famous diamond, were not 
the least of the attractions that caused 
Strong to run away with her and thus 
to prevent her from being the Duchess 
of Newcastle today. 


HERE is no disputing the 
fact that bad luck has befallen 
almost everyone who has 
owned or worn the famous diamond. 
Marie Antoinette, who once owned 
it, died on the scaffold. William 
Falls of Amsterdam, who cut it, 
was robbed and ruined by his own 
son, who committed suicide. Francois 
Beaulieu, who got possession of the 
stone during the French Revolution, 
finally died of starvation, and the own- 
ers of the stone since Sir Francis solid 
it have had no better luck. Prince 
Kanitoveki was assassinated by Nihil- 
ists. A Greek jeweler was accidentally 
killed, with his wife and family. Sultan 
Abdul Hamid was deposed by the 
Young Turk revolution. Hahib. a 
Persian diamond merchant, drowned 
in the sinking of a French liner and 
a New York jeweler who bought it 
went bankrupt trying to meet his pay- 
ments on the stone. Its present own- 
er, Edward B. McLean, the Washing- 
ton publisher, paid something like 
$300,000 for it. Soon after its pur- 
chase he lost his first wife and his son 
was killed by an automobile.

“Willlam Byrd.’ the ‘Genealogy 
tells, ‘arrived in Virgina in 1677 ( per-

Thomas Stege 
Jr. He lived first at ‘Belvidere, in 
the bounds of the present City of Rich- 
mond. but about 1688 moved to the 
estate of Westover, 2 mitles below his 
former home, on the James River 
which became the famous seat of the 
family.’

for it in their lives. 

“That is why we started the pot- 
tery factory and put it on a paying 
basis. So many of the children, as 
they got along in their ‘teens, former- 
ly would say to us, ‘Oh, we can't fool 
away any more time with this art 
stuff. We've got to learn something 
useful and make some money. But 
now they see that they may learn a 
very useful trade in these classes and 
it gives them a new kind of respect 
for beauty and for art in the abstract. 
A number of excellent potters have 
been developed in our factory.” 

One case is that of Jesu Torres, a 
Mexican, who appealed to Hull House 
when he had been out of work for sev- 
eral months. He began coming to the 
Classes and almost at once showed a 
great aptitude for the pottery work, a 
sense of the plastic that found expres- 
sion in some beautiful vases and bowls. 
Much of his work bears the stamp of 
the ancient culture of Mexico. 


HAT is one of the interesting 
things, the teachers say, to 
watch the way in which raciai 
inheritances influence artistic and 
creative impulses. They have nearly 
every race and nationality in their 
classes, with a majority of Italians 
and Mexicans. Once there were large 
numbers of Irish about Hull House, 
now there are virtually none. 
Another thing that has interested 
the faculty is the reaction of the chil- 
dren to works of art which they see at 
the Art Institute, to which they make 
frequent pilgrimages. They show a re- 
markable tolerance for the experil-

mental in art. As an instance, a pic- 
ture called “‘The Spirit of Chicago,” 
representing cubes and triangles and 
wheels doing a kind of futurist dance. 
was shown and aroused almost unil- 
versal condemnation. But the children 
of Hull House liked it. They thought 
it expressed something they felt about 
Chicago 

The type of art training that these 
children of the poor are receiving Is 
like that which has recently been in- 
troduced in the most expensive pri- 
vate achools of the country It is in 
line with the most progressive theories 
of education which hold that the child 
should be given every opportunity to 
develop his own initiative without too 
much guidance It Ils the basic prin- 
ciple on which all of Hull House hae 
been run with such succese for so 
Inany years As is well known, it is 
the grandfather of all settlement 
houses, and has achieved a national 
reputation under the direction of Miss 
Jane Addatme Aithough she is at 
present recovering from an iliness 
Miss Addams, who is 68. is etill the 
active head of Hull House. It is she 
who has given stimulus not only to 
the art department but to the boys 
clube and the maternity welfare 
groups. As all the teachers tell you, 
it is she who is behind everything 
tireless, kindly, tolerant, human in the 
extreme, cheerful and gay aimost ai- 
ways It is she who bas given Mike 
Gamboney his chance to become an 
artist, and it is she who has intro-
